William B. Kurtz, donor (if Gettys­ 
burg's playground which bears his 
name, died at his home in G erm an­ 
town on Monday, following his wife 
in 
death 
one 
month 
later. 
Mrs. 
Kurtz died suddenly on April 17. 
Mr. Kurtz, who was about 70 years 
old, suffered a stroke several days 
before the death of his wile, and was 
confined to bed when she died. 
Ac­ 
cording to word received here, the 
playground 
donor 
seemed to mend 
for a time, but it is 
believed death 
1 was hastened by another stroke or a 
relapse from the previous attack. 
Born in Philadelphia, a son of tho 
late Mr. and Mrs. Wesley W. Kurtz, 
the deceased philanthropist spent his 
boyhood 
summers 
in 
Gettysburg 
with hi* other 
brothers, 
with his 


I grandfather, 
Anthony 
Kurtz, 
who 
lived on the old 
Kurtz 
homestead, 
along the H arrisburg road, just north 
of town. 
Mr. K urtz’s father was the 
eldest brother of the late Mrs. Amos 
Eckert. 
In Hanking Business 
For many years, Mr. Kurtz was as­ 
sociated with his father and broth 
ors in 
tb e th a n k in g 
business in 
Philadelphia, 
and was a 
member of the banking house of E. 
A. Clarke and Company, Philadelphia. 
Gettysburg endeared itself to Mr. 
Kurtz in 
early 
life, 
and 
ho 
had 
numerous friends and acquaintances 
here with whom he associated in his 
boyhood days. Even in the days when 
he came to G ettysburg from G erm an­ 
town to 
spend 
the 
summers, 
Mr. 
Kurtz foresaw the growth and devel­ 
opment of Gettysburg, and the need 
for playground facilities. 
Gives Playground 
About ten years ago, he purchased 
the tract of land off Baltimore street, 
giving it to G ettysburg for use as a 
playground. 
He partly equipped it, 
and the place 
sprang 
into 
instant 
favor. 
Four 
years 
ago, 
however, 
funds for the maintenance and equip­ 
ping of the playground became scarce 
and I here was talk of scrapping the 
existing equipment and turning tho 
land back to the donor. 
Agitation was started at once on 
behalf of the continued maintenance 
of the grounds, and the school board 
was prevailed upon to look after the 
tract. 
Today the Kurtz Playground stands 
as a monument to the Philadelphian, 
who, many years ago, had foresight 
enough to see the need for free play­ 
ground 
facilities. 
At 
present, 
the 
playground is improved with a lodge, 
football gridiron, 
baseball 
diamond, 
tennis courts, swimming pool and ex­ 
ercise devices. 
May Be Kurtz H. S. 
Within the next year, Gettysburg s 
new 
high 
school 
building 
will be 
reared on the Kurtz tract, and already 
there is agitation for the new' b in d ­ 
ing to be designated as 
the 
Kurtz 
High School.

ETHYL GAS FOR FUEL

the public health service was directed 
today to ethyl gas to determine its 
merits and its dangers, if any, as a 
motor fuel.
